FAULTS AND QUAKES. 
The scientists have been explaining the earth- 
quakes of the Pacific states and Japan as caused by 
“faults” in the rocky strata or layers near the coasts. 
These faults, of course, are cracks or fractures, of 
more or less extent and depth, caused by tension in 
the layers of material composing the earth's crust, 
some of which are hard and inflexible, 
and subject to erosion or washing .away by water 
‘It is evident that when a lower bed of comparatively 
soft material is eaten out, either by subterranean 
springs, by the seepage of sea water, or by volcanic 
action, upper layers must either bend or give way, 


forming what in a glacier are known as crevasses, |
